DAMASCUS (R) — Syrian stat^ 
radio said Saturday Lebanon 
should uphold hs independence 
without foreign help and reject 
Israeli or American bases on its 
soS. The radio was commenting 
on Israel’s demand to be allowed 
to keep Israeli-manned early 
warning stations in southern 
Lebanon after its troops leave. 
Lebanon rejected the demand at 
the. latest session of talks with 
Israeli apd U.S. negotiators on an 
Israeli droop pullout. The Ameri- 
cans' were reported to have prop- 
osed a compromise under which 
X the warning posts would be man- 
ned by U.S. personnel. But Syrian 
. Radio said: “Lebanon should be 
the master of its territory, water 
and air without assistance from 
- anybody and without Israeli or 
American bases.” The Lebanese 
had a sacred national duty to force 
the Israelis from their territory, 
the radio said. Damascus has fre- 
quently criticised the four- 
week-old negotiations, indicating 
that it feared Lebanon might be 
forced to mate concessions to 
Israel which would take it out of 
the community of Arab nations.

President 
Ce an ses cn reiterated his view that 
a lasting peace in the Middle East 
depended on die existence of an 
independent Palestinian state and 
also recognition of the existence of 
the state of Israel, the agency 
reported. He also condemned 
Israel for aggression in Lebanon 
and called for its-withdrawal from 
that country, it said.

Lebanon may conscript 
18,000 men into army 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese 
Defence Minister Issam Khoury 
said Saturday his government was 
hoping to conscript 18,000 men 
into the national army within 18 
months, probably starting m April 
this year. . 

Mr. Khoury told Reuters in an 
interview that the government was 
convinced of the need to streng- 
then the numbers, equipment and 
morale of the army so that it could 
re-establish its authority when 
foreign forces withdrew from the 
country. 

Mr. Khoury. who took over as 
minister last October, said: "We 
are now holding constant meet- 
ings to implement the law of ser- 
vice to the flag very soon, prob- 
ably in April with the aim of tak- 
ing on 1 8,000 conscripts within a 
year and a hall" 

The law of sendee to the flag, 
covering military conscription, has 
been on the statute books for 
some years but has never been 
implemented. 

The listed strength of the 
Lebanese armed forces is 23,750 
men but sources close to -the gov- 
ernment say only a small prop- 
ortion of these are at present 
effective fighting troops. 

If current negotiations succeed, 
this army could be faced inside a 
few mouths with the task of re- 
establishing govern mem authority 
over a country ruled for eight 
years by various foreign armed 
Ibices and local militias. 

The negotiations are for the 


withdrawal of all Israeli Syrian 
and Palestinian forces, which at 
present control most of Lebanon 
outside Beirut. 

Lebanon has traditionally had a 
small volunteer army which kept a 
tow profile. But the present gov- 
ernment believes this policy must 
be reversed if his to have a chance 
of exerting any authority. 

Mr. Khoury said that one of the 
biggest problems facing the gov- 
ernment in introducing con- 
scription was how to finance it. 

The government 
limited sources of rc • w.*- 
banking sources say it is already 
14 billion Lebanese pounds 
(S3.66 billion) in debt. 

Mr. Khoury was speaking after 
a tong meeting with Finance 
Minister Adel Haramiye, Army 
Commander Gen. Ibrahim Tann- 
ous and other senior officials at 
which government sources said 
the question of how to pay for con- 
scription was tackled. 

Population of Soviet 
Union reaches 
271.2 million 

MOSCOW (R) — The population 
of the Soviet Union was 271 .2 mil- 
lion on Jan. 1 this year, the gov- 
ernment’s central statistical board 
announced Saturday. The figure 
shows that the Soviet population 
increased by 2.4 million people 
during 1982, one of the lowest 
growth rates since World War n. 


Ireland’s Fianna Fail Party 
to hold crucial meeting 


DUBLIN (R) — Ireland's oppos- 
ition Fiatma Fail Party, wracked 
by internal dissension and tar- 
nished by a bugging scandal holds 
a crucial meeting Sunday that 
could see a challenge to party 
leader Charles Haughey. 

Since the tough, self-made mil- 
lionaire took over as leader of the 
party in 1979, Fianna. Fafl, the 
dommant force in Irish politics for 
six decades, has seen a gradual 
erosion of its support in three gen- 
eral elections, two of which it tost.

Mr. Haughey Friday denied any - 
responsibility for the bugging or 
telephone tapping, and pledged to 
lead the party back into gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Haughey was quoted last 
December as saying he would not 
countenance telephone tapping 
except in cases involving serious 
crime or subvetsfon, and just three 
days ago he- said the head of gov- 
ernment must take responsibility 
for any tapping.

Habib arrives in S.Arabia 


BAHRAIN (R) — U.S. special 
envoy Philip Habib, who is-trying 
•to speed up the withdrawal of 
Israeli Syrian ' and Palestinian 
forces from Lebanon, arrived in 
the Saudi Arabian capital Riy- 
adh, Saturday, the official Saudi 
Press Agency reported.. 

Mr. Habib is expected to meet 
Rin g Fahd. who earlier received a 
message from Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad carried by the 
Syrian chief of staff. Gen. Hikmat 
ShehabL 

Gen. Hikm at Shehabi gave the 
king a verbal message from Syrian 
President Hafez AJ Assad, the 
official Saudi Press Agency said. It 
gave no information about the 
message. 

Gen. Shehabi is the second 
senior Syrian representative to 
meet King Fahd with messages 
from President Assad this week 
amid fresh controversy over the 
stationing of Soviet anti-aircraft 
SAM-5 missiles in Syria. 


Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam visited Riyadh 
. last Sunday. 

Israel says the missiles threaten 
its northern airspace and the U.S, 
- State Department has said the 
deployment of the weapon was 
not conducive to peace in the area. 

The official Saudi media have 
not said the missile issue was dis- 
cussed by King Fahd and the 
•Syrian officials but the subject is 
likely to come up in Mr. Habib's 
talks with Saudi leaders. 

The missile crisis has cropped 
up at a time when Mr. Habib is 
pressing for a quick pull-out of all 
Israeli, Syrian and Palestinian 
forces from Lebanon. 

This is the major issue at current 
negotiations involving Israel, 
Lebanon and the U.S. 

Mr. Habib made a flying visit to 
Cairo Saturday and briefed Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak 
on the negotiations. 

Egypt, the only Arab country in 


treaty relationship with Israel, has 
no direct role in the negotiations 
but wants the withdrawal issue set- 
tled so that Presidem Reagan can 
press ahead with his Middle East 
peace plan. 

Mr. Habib has been a frequent 
visitor to Saudi Arabia, which has 
been playing a key role in dip- 
lomatic efforts to normalise the 
situation in Lebanon, especially 
since the Israeli invasion of the 
country last June. 

The U.S. envoy and King Fahd 
discussed Lebanon in Jeddah last 
September. 

Mr. Habib arrived in Cairo from 
Beirut, went immediately to a 
90-minute meeting with the pres- 
ident and left soon afterwards for 
Saudi Arabia. 

“I have briefed the president on 
the status of negotiations in Leba- 
non and I am very pleased to have 
exchanged views with him,” Mr. 
Habib told reporters.

Cordovez to start new efforts to end : .Afg&an 'cqnMei y 


ISLAMABAD (R) — United 
Nations envoy Diego Cordovez is 
due in Pakistan Sunday on the 
second leg of a new effort to 
resolve the conflict in Afghanis- 
tan. 

Mr. Cordovez, a U.N. under- 
secretary for special political 
affairs, is arriving from Iran for 
four days of talks before going on 
to the Afghan capital Kabul on 
Jan. 27. 

Pakistan, burdened with an 
estimated three million Afghan 
refugees who fled the 1979 Soviet 
intervention, promised Saturday 
to give the envoy its “fullest sup- 
port and cooperation". 

Mr. Cordovez undertook a simi- 


lar mission last April. Asian dip- 
lomatic sources said the new tour 
would test what Pakistan's milit- 
ary ruler, Mohammad Zia- 
Ul-Haq, described after a trip to 
Moscow in November as “some 
freshness" in the new Soviet lead- 
ership’ sapproach to Afghanistan. 

President Zia, who met the new 
Soviet leader. Yuri Andropov, has 
said the key lies with Moscow 
which has about 100,000 troops in 
Afghanistan fighting widespread 
guerrilla resistance to the gov- 
ernment of President Babrak 
Karmal.

Mr. Karmal said in Moscow last 
month the Soviet troops would not 


be withdrawn until the rebels were 
defeated and that 1 there -must be 
guarantees of an end to “inter- 
ference" in his country.

The five heads of government 
will be speaking Sunday in a polit- 
ical debate on the way Socialist 
governments can change society, 
concentrating on the leading role 
of France's left-wing administ- 
ration. 

French opposition com- 
mentators are depicting the 
Socialist seminar as an attempt to 
restore some of the public 
enthusiasm for Socialism which 
swept President Francois Mit- 
terrand and his government to 
power in 1981. 


.The presence of the Spanish, 
Greek, Swedish and Finnish prime 
ministers as well- as Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky J will 
provide' a welcome boost- to 
France's international image six 
weeks before key local elections 
across the country, they say. 

The French Socialists depict 
their 1981 victory as the beginning 
of a left-wing tide in southern 
Europe which has since brought 
the Greek and Spanish Socialist 
Parties to power. 

Socialist Party leader Lionel 
Jospin and officials in the Social- 
ists’ junior partner in government, 
the Communist Party, have said 
they expect losses in- the March 
town hall elections because of dis- 
illusionment aiooug left-wing vot- 


ers. 

France’s conservative and cen- 
trist opposition panics, the RPR

Compulsory seatbelts proposed for vehicles 


AMMAN (Petra) — New reg- 
ulations drawn up by the Ministry 
of Interior require all passenger 
vehicles to have safety scat belts 
for the driver as well as the front- 
seat passenger, a ministry 
spokesman said Saturday. The 
spokesman said that the new reg- 
ulations. which are included in the- 
traffic draft law under debate by 


.the National Consultative Council 
(NCC), will be put into force as 
soon as the law is approved by the 
council and the government. 

According to the new reg- 
ulations passenger cars, lorries, 
and public transport vehicles 
should install safety belts for the 
driver’s seat and the passenger 


seat next to it. 

Buses which operate on 50- 
kilometre routes and more are 
required to install belts for all pas- 
senger seats. 

These regulations, the spokes- 
man said, are designed to reduce 
road accidents and safeguard 
public safety. 


Coffee, lentils prices reduced I 45,000 


AMMAN (Petra) — Defence orders issued Saturday by Minister of 
Supply Ibrahim Ayyoub reduced the retail prices of ground coffee, 
red lentils and darnel. 

According to the orders, 250 grammes of rare-roasted ground 
coffee will be sold for 380 fils, 250 grammes of half-roasted coffee for 
400 fils and 250 grammes of full roasted coffee for 420 fils, with 
cardamon added to each type. 

The new prices of coffee will be in effect as of Jan. 25, 1983. 
The second order fixes the wholesale price of a tonne of red lentils 
at JD 200 and the retail price at 220 fils per kilogramme. 

This order is to come into force on Jan. 26, 1983. * 

• The third order fixes the price of darnel at J D 35 per tonne bought 
from flour mills and the new price will be enforced from Jan. 23. 
1983. 

A statement issued by the minister's office said that prices of the 
above mentioned commodities have been reduced due to a drop in 
their world prices, and, expressed hope for a drop in world inflation 
in 1983. 

According to the statement, the price of a tonne of lentils has been 
thus reduced by JD 20 per tonne. As to the prices of coffee, the 
reduction is of 60 fils for each 250 grammes.

AMMAN (Petra) — A symposium on the subject of com- 
munications opened at the Royal Scientific Society Saturday. The 
three-day seminar, in which 25 people are participating, is organ- 
ised in cooperation with the Kuwait Institute for Scientific 
Researc h . The participants will be lectured on ways of establ- 
ishing personal contacts, methods of oral and written com- 
munications, and bow to organise conferences and meetings. 

Amman to have pre-fab art gallery 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Tourism Authority board Saturday 
announced its decision to buy a special pre-fabricated building to 
hold an exhibitions. A board spokesman said that the building, 
which will cost JD 6,000, will be purchased in conjunction with 
various private tourist organisations and Alia, the Royal Jor- 
danian Airline. According to the spokesman the board also 
derided to issue licences for building a number of motels in 
Jordan. He also stated that the Tourism Authority will send a 
. team to Aqaba to renew the licences of hotels, tourist offices and 
souvenir shops, of which there are 25, nine and 14 respectively, to 
save the owners the trouble of travelling to Amman. 

Seminar on labour and safety rules 

ZARQA (Petra) — A two-week training course for labourers 
employed in public and private organisations'opened here Satur- 
day. A total of 30 labourers attending the course will hear lectures 
on labour legislation in Jordan and other Arab countries, public 
safety rules and other related topics. 

Course on teaching at University 

AMMAN (Petra) — A training course on methods of teaching 
technology opened at the University of Jordan Saturday. Attend- 
ing the 18-day course are 10 trainees from the Princess Sarvath 
Community College in Amman. They will be taught in the use of 
teaching aids and advised on producing such' aids for their work. 
The participants will also undertake practical work for which they 
will be guided by specialists in the field. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A draft 
amendment for the conscription 
law is to be discussed by the 
National Consultative Council 
(NCC) Monday, according to AJ 
Ra’i newspaper Saturday. 

It said that under the new 
amendment students can have 
their military service postponed 
for up to four years specially if 
they are at the university or com- 
munity colleges. 

Earlier, the law allowed the 


community college students to put 
off their military service for two 
years only. 

University graduates can have 
an additional two year post- 
ponement if they are preparing for 
masters degree, but according to 
the amendment it does not allow 
students to keep postponing the 
service after the age of 26. 

Also on the agenda for Mon- 
day’s session are several replies by 
the government to proposals sub- 
mitted by NCC members. 


U.S. journalist stresses 
Jordan’s role in 
Mideast peace efforts

AMMAN —Jordan has a central role in bringing about peace in the 
Middle East, a political commentator on Middle Eastern affairs for 
the New York Review said Saturday. 

Bernard Avishai, who is also a professor of h umani ties at Mas- 
sachussets Institute of Technology (MIT), told the Jordan Times that 
Jordan would have to play a major role in any effort aimed at 
- establishing a lasting peace in the Middle East. 

Prof. Avishai, who left Amman Saturday after a four-day visit, said 
that his visit was at the invitation of the Ministry of Information “with 
the aim of clarifying the image what a just peace looks like.” 

After meeting with senior Jordanian officials. Prof. Avishai said he 
was “deeply impressed by the country’s keen desire for peace." 

There is a strong conviction, he said, that the time is ripe for a 
concentrated move towards peace. 

Prof. Avishai said that the Israeli invasion of Lebanon and the 
•denunciation it caused in the -U.S., war weariness among the Israeli 
public “not properly , voiced by the- government," and the- Gulf war 
have added to "this sense of urgency” for peace. ‘ 

During his visit to the Israeli occupied Arab territories earlier this 
month. Prof. Avishai said be noticed “the extreme desire of Pales-. 
. tin inns to get rid of the Israeli occupation and a strong support for the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO), as their sole rep- 
resentative.” 

The Palestinians in the West Bank also “feel it is the appropriate 
time for a reassertion of the PLO leadership whose policy now 
conforms to that of King Hussein.” 

“I j have never encountered such a dear and open determination 
and feel optimistic that peace can be. achieved,” Prof. Aviihai said.

4 seriously 
injured in 
major accident 

AMMAN (Petra) — Four people 
were seriously injured Friday in a 
major road accident on the 
Amman-Zarqa Highway, near the 
Jordan Phosphate Mines Com- 
pany. 

AI Rd'i newspaper, quoting a 
police spokesman, said Saturday 
that d bus owned by the Public 
Transport Corporation, a heavy- 
duty truck transporting wheat, 
and two other cars were involved 
in the accident.

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Freddie Laker returns to holiday business I Abrupt end of a press honeymoon

LONDON t Sir Freddie Laker, 
ofre-time ' pioneer of- cut-price 
’transatlantic Rights whose former 
company folded in one of the 
biggest crashes in British cor- 
porate history.' is taldaig off again 
with a new vcnnsrc; 

Last February, his Laker Air- 
ways collapsed with debts of over 
£260 million (S4Q0 million). 

Now. the 60-year-okl former 
teaboy is once more smiling out 
from British iclevisioa sets adver- 
tising package lours to Europe 
and the Caribbean and soon to 
Florida and the U.S. west coast. 

With tbe backing of his friend. - 
millionaire Roland ‘liny" Row- 
land chief of the multinational 
conglomerate Lonrho. he has 
formed a new company, Skytrain 
Holidays- 

The television advertisement 
shows Sir Freddie saying: “Hello, 
this Skytrain brochure says Tm- 
back in tbe holiday business with 
resorts,, hotels and airlines I’ve 


picked myself, plus complete pro- 
tection for Vour money." 

Despite’ the objections of navel 
agents, the British Civil Aviation . 
Authority (CAA) granted Sky- 
train an "air travel organisers' 
licence last November. 

Eyebrows have been raised that 
the man whose company cost an 
■ estimated 17,000 holidaymakers • 
.£4 million ($6.3 millioa) when its 
demise stranded them abroad is 
'jumping into the travel world 
again so soon. 

The Association of British 
Travel Agents (ABTA) has 
objected strongly to Sir Freddie 
being given a new licence to oper- 
ate and has refused to grant Sky- 
train membership of its organ- 
isation. 

“I am astonished that the CAA 
should even consider giving him a 
licence,*’ ABTA President Ivor 
Helms said at the time. 

Recent press reports here have 
shown that many travellers who 
lost money when Laker collapsed 
agree with this sentiment and the 
folk hero image is looking shaky. 

ABTA rejected Skytrain 1 s 


membership on the grounds that it 
did not comply with an ABTA 
ruk barring a company with a con- 
trolling director of a business that 
failed to meet its liabilities. 

But Sir Freddie hopes to get 
round the problem by selling 
direct to the public and through 
non -ABTA agents. 

He is also offering half-price 
holidays to those who lost money 
in his other venture. “1 swore that 
when I returned to the travel bus- 
iness, no future client of Freddie 
Laker would ' ever again suffer 
financial loss for any reason," be 
said. 

One of CAA’s conditions of 
licence was payment of over a mil- 
lion sterling ($ 1 .6 million) bond to 
insure customers. 

Sir Freddie sparked off a cut-, 
throat price war when he intro- 
duced his Laker Airways trans- 
atlantic budget fares in 1977. 

Despite falling passenger levels 
as the recession that followed the. 
oil crisis of 1 979-80 began to take 
hold and limit the money people 
had to spend, be borrowed 
almost £200 milfian ($300 mil- 


lion) in 1981 to buy five new 
-DC-10 aircraft and three Air- 
buses. 

On tbe Loudon to New York, 
Miami, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco routes the major car- 
riers complained that they were 
losing a million sterling (SI .6 mil- 
lion) a day mainly because they 
had slashed their feres to compete 
with Laker. 

Many state-subsidised airlines 
went into tbe red under the impact 
of the recession and rising fuel 
bills. Laker, with only the biking 
of increasingly reluctant bankers, 
went bust. 

Last November, liquidator 
Christopher Morris filed a suit for 
over a billion dollars against the 
workfs major airlines alleging 
they conspired to force Laker 
Airways out of business. 

The suit includes Pan Am, Trans 
World, British Airways, Lufth- 
ansa, Swissair and British Caledo- 
nian along with plane-builders 
McDonnell Douglas and McDon- 
nell Douglas Finance, which pro- 
vided Laker with money. 

Mr. Morris said the airlines 


dropped prices to a level where 
they were not making a profit and 
Laker was forced out. The airlines 
have denied the charges. 

Mr. Morris’s colleague Malcolm 
Fillmore, both of London accoun- 
tants Touche Ross, said “what 
surprises me is the hatred which 
other people in the airline bus- 
iness had, and still have for Laker. 
It will be a grisly stoiy when it all 
.comes out.” 

Sir Freddie became something 
of a folk hero for his fight against 
the Internationa] Air .Transport 
Association's (LATA) fixed-price 
cartel and once said “ if I go down 
in history, I would like it to be for 
the total destruction of LATA.” 

Regardless of what the future 
holds for his .new company, Sir 
Freddie, the man who once called 
British trade department officials 
“bums apd gangsters 1 ', will 
undoubtedly be remembered as 
' something of an euigma. 

He became a symbol of Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s 
search for tbe entrepreneurial 
spirit, could service a plane and fly 
-it too.

MEXICO CITY — President 
Miguel de la Madrid's honeymoon 
with the Mexican press has been 
brought to an abrupt end by his 
proposal to tighten the country's 
antiquated libel law.

Iron icaliy,' the president's deci- 
sion to tighten the libel law is pan 
of his much-vaunted campaign for 
“moral renovation.” widely 
acclaimed by the press as an 
important step towards restoring 
confidence in Mexico's notori- 
ously corrupt public administ- 
ration. 

The new law. passed by Con- 
gress last week,, aroused the 
unanimous opposition of the 
press, which foreigners generally 
regard as tame. Columnists 
denounced what they called the 


“gag law," and many newspapers 
published blank cartoons por- 
traying the empty spaces trad-' 
i lion ally used in some countries to 
show that a censor has been at 
work. 

“The reaction of the press was a 
little bit exaggerated,”, pres- 
idential press chief Manuel 
Alonso told Reuters. “It went far 
beyond our expectations." 

The government says the new 
law is necessary to prevent the 
“yellow journalism 11 which occa- 
sionally surfaces in some sections 
of the press concerned less with 
facts than with boosting cir- 
culation. 

- But Mr. Alonso said it had not 
been prompted by any specific 
incidents and was not aimed at 
individual publications. “It is part 
of the general moral renovation - 
which the Mexican people 
demanded of candidate de .la 
Madrid during his election cam- 
paign.” he said. 

” Journalists, who now face the 
prospect of fighting costly legal 
actions on relatively low salaries if 
someone decides an article has 


caused “moral damage,” are not 
convinced of the purity of the gov- 
ernment's intentions. 

They also fear .that the wording 
of the bill, which defines moral 
' damage os harm to £ person's 
“feelings, affections beliefs, 
decorum, honour,, reputation. y*-. 
rets of his private life andphysieal 
integrity or his personal con- 
sideration," defies consistent 
application in the'eourts. 

Many journalists feel that a 
. congressional amendment, reaf- 
firming the rights of free speech 
guaranteed 1 by the constitution, 
has 'only added to. the confusion. 

"The basic aim is healthy, 
■because a large part of the press is 
irresponsible.” said Miguel Angel 
Granados Chapa, a senior editor 
of the left-leaning daily Uno Mas 
Unb. 

- “But I don’t think the president 
Chose the best method. There 
already are penalties in the law.” 
he added. > 

The press law. passed early this 
century, allows the government to 
bring prosecutions for libel but has 
in fact been used sparingly.

IN REPORTING foreign policy accom- 
plishments to date of the Reagan presidency, 
the White House on Thursday listed the U.S. 
president’s initiative on the Middle East as a 
move that “has brought new life to the broader 
Arab-Israeli peace process”. A year or so from 
now, when the campaign for U.S. elections will 
be in full swing, Mr. Reagan may well be able 
to claim yet more credit for his Sept. 1 initia- 
tive. In theory at least, the greatest progress 
will have been made by Jordan and the Pales- 
tinians joining Americans and Israelis in talks 
on a comprehensive Middle East settlement. 

What happens after such a scenario 
material fees Is open in .speculation. The Ameri- 
cans now say peace — not political gains for this 
or that country or individual — is what they 
w ant; and bringin g peace to this troubled area 
would be their greatest genuine accom- 
.plishment. The Arabs are ready for peace and 
so seems the Israeli people, but there is a great • 
■deal to be done before any real progress can be 
achieved towards solving their conflict. 

It cannot be wrong to have faith in all desires 
•for peace, whether held by Americans, Arabs 
or Israelis. What is unclear, almost mys- 


terious, at this stage though is the pragmatic 
approach that is being pursued to settle the 
Palestine problem once and for alL 


Most probably. President Reagan and his 
administration are serious about remaining 
committed to their initiative, well into the elec- 
tions campaign if necessary. Furthermore, 
there is do reason to- believe that that com- 
mitment wQi prove a liability to them, before 
the presidential elections or otherwise. But 
there is always the question of how much 
results can be achieved in good time, especially 
when past experiences show that successive 
American policies in particoalr have never for 
long steadied coarse. 


Still, if there is to be peace, all wQl have to 
pay their shares for it. We know we Arabs 
have been made and are prepared to pay a 
price, if only to offer everybody else a fair deal. 
It so happens that, through the pragmatic 
American approach to the problem, we are 
also asked to pay first, a non- re fundable 
deposit if you like, and would do h fora prom- 
ise of reciprocating from the other ride. It may 
sound unfair, but war is the alternative.

One should perhaps listen to 
■Dr. Victor Ayoub on being 
Arab and what it means. He is, 
to be sure, not an Arab himself 
nor is be likely to become one 
’ in the usual sense of the word. 
But he certainly knows bow it 
feels! 

Dr. Ayoub is not to be con- 
fused with any Jordanian 
Ayoub that you may encounter 
in Amman, especially if you are 
on a press mission, nor with any 
other Ayoub in the Middle 
East. He was bom in Detroit, 
Michigan, and as far as be 
(mows he is American through 
and through. A long time ago, 
some Americans used to ask 
him upon hearing his became 
more familiar with the Middle 
Eastern problem, or perhaps 
gpt worse. 

“What part of the Middle 
East do you come from?*' they 
say. “Well,” he would retort, 
“I come from the Middle East 
in as much as Senator Edward 
Kennedy comes from Ireland ?' ■ 
But they wouldn't believe it. 
How come be is dark-skinned 
and goes arouad with such a 
funny name if he is American, 
they say. He must be one of 
those clever Arabs from South 
Yemen, Oman or Saudi Arabia 
who went to Harvard and are 
up to something! 


Actually, Dr. Ayoub is of 
Arab origin. His parents went 
. long ago to America as immig- 
rants. 2fcey, according to him, 
were 'Arabs by birth, upbr- 
inging and culture. Even when 
they went to the U.S. and lived 
there, they still considered 
themselves Arabs. But he is 
different because he is Ameri- 
can by birth, upbringing and 
culture. He was bom in 
Detroit, lived in a pre- 
dominantly Waspish area and 
went to a Waspish college. He 
is grateful to the Arabs only in 
.the way they brought him up to 
be a good American! 

A Jewish American at one 
time wondered why Dr. 
Ayoub, a respected professor 
of anthropology at Antioch 
College, should be supportive 
of the Palestinian people.

Ayoub answered, “I support 
the Palestinians not because of 
blood ties or out of racial kin- 
ship, but because I fhfnV they 
have a just cause.”

Ayoub's lecture on Jan. 12, in 
the Americas Centre os 
“Arab- Americans and the 
U.S. Ethnic Experience” made 
you feel at some points that he 
was doing nothing but extolling 
the Jews in America and their 
great contribution to what 
America is. But that is because, 
as he says by way of com- 
parison, jhere are ten million 
Jews in America with a solid 
ethnic base and continuity of 
immigration which started long 
before the Arabs even thought 
of America, while there are 
only two million Americans of 
Arab origin scattered all over! 


'his political constituency was 
Jewish. How tm-Arab can you 
get when you are so American! 
And Dr. Ayoub thinks that this 
is not bad.

Al Ra’i: Israeli repression increases as U.S. looks on 


The orders issued by the Israeli chief-of-staff are 
part of an integral Israeli programme to repress the 
Palestinian people in the occupied Arab territories, 
and to force them out of their country. Thus it is 
hoped that this will pave the way for the Israeli 
settlement policy to carry on unimpeded. 

The orders seek to apply collective punishment, 
especially through the use of economic pressure, 
against Palestinian families whose relatives are 
wanted by the occupying power. They also call for 
the establishment of concentration camps in the 
occupied territories, and the deportation of as many 
people as possible out of the West Bank and Gaza. 
The regulations are also aimed at arming Israeli 
settlers, and encouraging them to organise regular 
assaults against the Palestinian people. 

Such aggressive, practices illustrate the great 
hardship and difficulties the people of the occupied 
territories, are having to undergo. However, they 
also act as a spur to the Arab effort at the inter- 
national level which is trying to thwart these prac- 
tices. Even more so than before, purely rhetorical 


towards expressing solidarity, as articulated by 
some Arabs, no longer suffice. 


The international community, and the U.S. 
administration in particular, must bear political, 
moral and human responsibilities for such a situ- 
ation. For on countless occasions they have been 
called upon to put an end to the Nazi methods being 
adopted by the Israeli authorities towards the 
Palestinians in the occupied territories. It is simply 
illogical that those who call for peace in the Middle 
East should be willing to permit Israel to apply 
repressive measures, and not interfere ip. end the, 
sufferings of the Palestinians. " ' r 

Genuine advancement 1 towards peace requires j 
the creation of an atmosphere conducive to peace/; 
Such an atmosphere must and does extend to the 
occupied territories. The international community, 
and the U.S. administration in particular, can not 
consider what is happening in the occupied ter- 
ritories an issue of minor importance. For the peace 
process to advance it is undoubtedly a top priority. 


Al Dustour: Hussein’s tour aims to unify Arab policy 


His Majesty King Hussein Saturday resumed his 
Arab tour with visits to Kuwait, Qatar. Bahrain and 
Oman. The present tour aims at coordinating the 
actions of Arab heads of state, especially with 
regard to the Palestinian issue. 

Die King's tireless efforts reflect Jordan's desire' 
to build up a unified Arab platform which can face 
the world as one. They also potray Jordan's top 
priority, regardless of the sacrifices accessary, that 
is to defend and enhance the Palestinian cause. 

The main purpose of the King's present tour, and 
that of his recent visits to Baghdad and Riyadh, is to 
acquaint the Arab leaders with the outcome of the 
Arab League delegation's visits to several world 
capitals, and the King's own talks with President 
Reagan and senior U.S. officials. Among the other 
issues the King will Be considering with the Arab 
leaders are the present Jordanian initiative on 
behalf of the legitimate rights of the Palestinians 


and the framework of recent political develop- 
ments. 

We are certain that the King's present tour will 
result in a full understanding of. and complete sup* 
port* for the joint ' Jordanian-Palestinian effort 
' amongst the Arab states visited. 

Jordan fully recognises the dangers of the present 
scenario, and the degree of aggressiveness prac- 
tised by the Israeli authorities in carrying out their 
settlement plans. While making every effort poss- 
ible to forge a political settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, Jordan relies on both Arab support 
and international backing. Therefore we call upon 
the U.S. administration to honour its international 
responsibility and pledge to work out a just and 
_ comprehensive settlement of the Middle East con- 
flict. This must be based on the return of the 
occupied territories to their lawful owners, and the 
setting up of an independent Pales tinian state. 



The stiffest challenge so far to the defence minister 


El Salvador’s defiant colonel

SAN SALVADOR — El Sav- 
lador's U.S.-backed armed forces 
have survived a mutiny which 
damaged the prestige of Defence 
Minister Jose Guillermo Garcia 
and set back efforts to polish the 
image of the military here. The 
five-day rebellion of a top field 
commander. Colonel Sigifredo 
Ochoa Perez, was the stiffest chal- 
lenge yet to the authority of the 
defence minister, who is widely 
regarded as the most influential 
man in the government. 

'‘He weathered the challenge,” 
said a European ambassador. 
“But he took so many blows one 
wonders whether he will fully 
recover.”. However, diplomats 
said the crisis also proved the 
durability of the military 
establishment despite -deep divi- 
sions on issues ranging from the 
conduct of the war against left- 
wing guerrillas to agrarian reform 
and how to deal with corruption. 
Cokmel Ochoa, who was held out 
as a model for other commanders 
by U.S. advisers to the armed 
forces here, rebelled against an 
order from General Garcia reliev- 
ing him of the command of the 
northern province of Cabanas and 
appointing him military attache to 
the Salvadorean embassy in 


Urguay. 

Instead of quietly accepting the 
post, demotion in everything but 
name Col. Ochoa sealed off his 
province, demanded the res- 
ignation of the defence minister, 
accused him of tolerating cor- 
ruption and denounced him as a 
''little Hitler.” The local leaders of 
ail political parties represented in 
Cabanas promptly issued a joint 
declaration of support for the 
rebel. So did the council of pro- 
vince authority which embraces all 
senior civil servants. Nearly 4,000 
civilians poured' into the main 
square of Sensuntepeque, the 
provincial capital, chanting 
“Ochoa dp not gp." 

The provincial authorities 
issued a statement listihg six 
reasons why the 40-year-old col- 
onel should stay, from his success 
io pacifying Cabanas to his sup- 
port for civic projects. “It was pre- 
cisely his popularity which 
prompted Garcia to move againsr 
him,” said a middle-ranking 
officer in the capital. “The minis- 
ter obviously thought Ochoa was 
getting too big for his boots.” 

While Colonel Ochoa proc- 
laimed his defiance in a series of 
media interviews. General Garcia 
lobbied for support among El Sal- 
vador’s commanders in a series of 
■ telephone calls stressing that the 
survival of the military hierarchy 
was at stake. 


Military obedience 


Despite urgent pleas for a solid 
front, it took the general two full 
days to gel 28 commanders to sign 
a communique upholding the 
principle of military obedience 
and criticising the rebellion in 
terms diplomats here described as 
lukewarm. 

Even stifl. the chiefs of the air 
force and the first infantry bat- 
talion declined to sign the state- 
ment. “In a country where normal 
standards prevail, there could 
have been only one response to 
the mutiny: A court martial,” said 
a senior Western diplomat 

Instead, the mutiny was settled 
with a compromise which pro- 
vided for Colonel Ochoa to go to 
Washington to study at the 
inter-American defence council, 
one of the six war colleges in the 
United States. Western diplomats 
here agreed that General Garcia 
had not dared to demand decisive 
action against the mutineer for 
fear of causing an open split in the 
24,000-member armed forces. 

•' Although be commands the 
loyalty of senior officers who owe 
their positions to him, many com- 
bat commanders to Col. Ochoa’s 
generation blame Gen. Garcia for . 
the continuing stalemate in the 
war against the guerrillas. 

Western experts say the men he 
appointed since becoming defence 


minister after a coup in 1979 tied 
to use the tactics of conventional 
warfare, deploying large forces 
a gainst s mall, highly mobile bands 
of guerrillas. That “safety in num- 
bers” mentality has cost the army 
dearly in casual ties 1 as insurgents 
ambushed large government con- 
voys. Col. Ochoa was the leading 
exponent of the tactical doctrines 
U.S. advisers have been advocat- 
ing as the only way to win the war: 
Fight the guerrillas on their own 
terms in small groups, send out 
night patrols, set up night 
ambushes, establish reliable intel- 
ligence by winning the support of 
the population. 

Government officials reluc- 
tantly admit that the public dis- 
pute set back a campaign to 
improve the military's image, an' 
uphill task in a country where 
members of the security forces 
have been blamed for more than 
30,000 political murders. For 
almost a year now, television and 
radio spots, newspaper adver- 
tisements and huge ‘billboards 
dotted across £1 Salvador's lush 
green countryside have tried to 
. convince the populace that the 
armed forces exist to, serve the 
people. “The removal of one of 
the few commanders who man- 
aged to win popular support and 
respect must raise some doubts 
over the message,” said a civil ser- 
vant. 
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Nuclear freeze campaign drafts 
proposal for legislation on U.S. 


and Soviet arms restraint

WASHINGTON — Leaders of a 
U.S. campaign for a freeze on nuc- 
lear weapons, after victories at last 
autumn's polls, may ask Congress 
to bar spending on new A me r ican 
nuclear aims provided Moscow 
foregoes similar weapons. The 
freeze 1 campaign's national con- 
ference next month win discuss a 
proposal to throw the big gras- 
sroots movement’s lobbying 
power behind a novel strategy 
under which congress would 
attempt io legislate both U.S. and 
Soviet arms restraint 

Supporters say thiswouid avoid 
the pitfall of appealing to advo- 
cate unilateral U.S. disarmament, 
a position which could consign the 
movement to political oblivion. “I 
think it quite likely the conference 
will go along with the idea,” 
Reuben McComack of the freeze 
campaign’s strategy task force, 
which drafted the proposal in a 
Washington meeting last week,' 
told Reuters. 

The movement proved itself as 
a political force last November 
when resolutions. for a bilateral 
freeze on producing and deploy- 
ing nuclear weapons won approval 
in eight of nine non-binding state 


ballots, including President 
Reagan'-s borne state of Califor- 
nia. 

Now leaders Want thousands of 
supporters to rally in Washington 
in March to urge Congress to pass 
a similar freeze resolution. The 
House of Representatives, which 
last year rejected sueba resolution 
by only two votes, is now-more 
heavflyDemociatic whh'a number . 
of new'meznbexs sympathetic to 
the freeze. But even if the House 
and the Repubiican-coatrolled- 
Senate pass non-binding freeze ' 
resolutions, the White House' 
would not necessarily pay much 
attention. ... 

It says a freeze would help, the 
Kremlin by locking the United 
States into a position of nuclear 
inferiority. Thus freeze campaign 
leaders have been debating' what 
the movement should do next. 
Sources within the movement told 
Reuters one group wants con- 
tinued efforts to pass freeze resol- 
utions at local level. But others say 
the novelty of this approach is 
bound to wear off. 

Another group wants active' 
lobbying against new nuclear sys- 
tems such as the powerful and 
accurate MX missile, even while 
the Soviet Union moves towards ' 
deploying similar weapons, the 


sources said.. 


But this approach would make 
the freeze campaign took more

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Historical records help explain Iraq El Amir

Hie famous ruins of' Iraq Et Amir 
Be 24 kilometres southwest of 
Amman' in Wadi Seer, a luxurious 
valley traversed by a perennial 
stream and thickly planted, with 
" orchards watered by channels 
which follow an ancient irrigation 
. system. March and April are the 
test months to visit the site — the 
almond trees are in fall bloom and 
the wadi banks are covered with a 
multicoloured carpet of wild flow- 
ers. 

Interest in the ruins begaain the 
lHth century, when two com- 
manders of the British Navy *C.L. 
Irby and J. Mangles, travelling 
south from Salt in June 1818, vis-, 
ited the site and later published an 
enthusiastic report of its monu- 
ments. Stimulated by this report, 
the French explorers. Marquis de 
Vogue and W.H. Waddington 
undertook the journey in iSt>2 
and announced their discoveries 
at the Academiedes Inscriptions et 
Belles-Lettres in Paris. A year 
later, M. de Saulcy reached the 
site on horseback, following an 
ancient route from Jerusalem 
thro'ugh Jericho and Kufrein. a tell 
in the Southern Ghor. 

A survey team of the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities and the 
French Institute of Archaeology 
recently followed a large segment 
of this route, starting from 1 Iraq El 
Amir and reaching Tel El- Ham- 
mam, near Tell Er-Rameh 
(ancient Livias). in eight hours. 
v imposing ruins were registered on 
the way. such as Khirbct Es-Sour, 
a military camp of the early 
Roman period situated on a crest, 
and Khirbct Es-Suwwan. a for- 
tified settlement that dates from 
the Early Iron Age up to the Hel- 
lenistic period. 

Today. 'Iraq El Amir is easily 
accessible from Amman. The 
paved road passes near Khirbet 
Sar. an extensive ruin topped by 
an Ammonite tower, and the town 
of Wadi Seer, originally a Cir-- 
cassian colony: then it winds down 
to the stream. At the bridge, a mill 
aqueduct can be observed.. Bey- 
ond the mill, on the side of the hill 
rising above thirfcft bank ofvrl 
wadi, acan-ed^ade-pierc 
low entrance aaff'two row’s ^ 
daws, attracts many visitofsT' 1? is 
called Ed-Dcir (the monastery"). 
Its interior, which consists of two 
chambers, is cut with small trian- 
gular niches in two tiers. The 
niches, too small for pigeons, are 
thought to have been ossuaries for 
monks. 

Further down. Khirbet El Ber- 
dhoo on the left and Bassah on the 
right preserve Graeco-Roman 
ami Byzantine antiquities. At the 
latter she, near an oak tree, is a 
cave that was convened into a 
church paved with a mosaic floor. 
.Excavated by the Department of 
Antiquities in 1S»74. this she 
yielded a treasure of Umayyad 
silver and gold coins that were 
uncovered in the debris at the ves- 
tibule of the cave. 

From a height, just before 


'descending the road to ’Iraq El 
Amir, a panorama of the entire 
site — the ancient mins and the 
modern village — greets the eye. 
To the north rises a massive wall of 
brownish limestone cliffs studded 
with caves. To the west, in a 
depression, stand the ancient ruins 
known as Qasr El 'Abd (Arabic 
for “.Castle of the Steve”). And to 
the south, among the square 
houses of the village, lie the 
remains of the ancient settlement. 

The name 'Iraq El Amir, which 
in Arabic means “The Cave of the 
Prince,” stems from a local legend 
handed down through the cen- 
turies concerning the original 
inhabitants of the Qasr and the 
cavern dwellings. The caves, some 
eleven in all. are aligned in two 
rows across the cliff face. Large in 
size, they show evidence of having 
been carved by hand into the rock. 

In the lower row at the right, the 
facade of the first cave is pierced 
with a door and a window, the lat- 
ter finished with recessed frames. 
An inscription deeply engraved on 
the right side of the window, in 


the ashes of the dead. - 

.What was the' function ofjbe 
cayem complex? Who., was the 
Tobiah whose name marks the 
two caves? And how are. the cave 
dwellings and their nearby'Oasr El 
’Abd related in their origm and 
community function?. To answer 
these questions and thus give the 
visitor a better understanding of 
the probable history behind these 
ruins, let us 'go back to so me avail- 
able records and the clues they 
provide. 

Some pottery and a sculptured 
lion’s head, which have been dis- 
covered at ’Iraq El Amir, date to 
the Persian period (549-331 B.C.) 
and indicate occupation of the site 
then. History relates that- the Per- 
sians appointed a certain Tobiah 
as the governor of Ammon, the' 
northern region of Jordan. He was 
a member of an influential clan, 
the Tobiads, which is known to 
have been established in Jordan as 
early as the end of the Late Iron 
Age period (eighth century B.C.). 

In the Book of Nehemiah (II- 
10) (fifth century B.C. j, “Tobiah 


Philadelphia, according to a' 
recent hypothesis. The exotic 
animals were certainly selected 
from the parks of Tobiah, around 
Birtha. This kind of private zoo 
was well known in the East during 
ancient times. 

- A more detailed account on the 
activities of the family can be 
- found in the writings of Flavius 
Josephus. According to this first- 
century A.D. author, a Tobiad by 
the name of Joseph leased the 
taxes of Palestine, Jordan and 
Syria for 2% years during the time 
of Ptolemy HI Evergeies (246- 
221 B.C.). He was originally from 
East Jordan, but members of his 
family lived also in Jerusalem. It is 
related • that in a later period, 
probably during the reign of 
Ptolemy V (204-180 B.C), 
Joseph sent Hyrcanus, his 
youngest son from a second mar- 
riage, on an official mission to 
Egypt to celebrate the birth of a 
royal son. According to Josephus, 
the intelligent and handsome Hyr- 
canus presented Ptolemy and 
Cleopatra with extravagant gifts

• Aramaic characters of at least .the 
third century B.C.. reads simply: 
"Tobiah.' - No other special fea- 
tures are to be noticed inside the 
cave, which is rather roughly 
carved. The next-cave, also' hewn, 
has a rectangular shape with an 
intermediate cornice and a vau- 
lted roof. Although the entrance 
has collapsed, the same "Tobiah” 
inscription is engraved on its left 
side.

On the second level, a long gal- 
lery curs across the cliffs and pro- 
v ides a passageway to the entrance 
of each of the eight caverns. 

On the way down from the cliffs 
along a ramp that leads to the 
main road are cubic blocks cut 
with tiersof round niches about six 
inches in diameter. From early 
explorers, on there have been var- 
ious interpretations as to the pur- 
pose of these niches: perhaps they 
were lamp-boldeTS.... or perhaps 
thev were columbaria that held 


the servant, the Ammonite” is 
mentioned as one of the “gov- 
ernors beyond the river.” In this 
context, “servant” (or slave), 
which is ‘abd in the Semitic lan- 
guages. is interpreted as '’^‘ gov- 
ernor or steward of the king. 
Tobiah was, in this instance, a high 
authority who wielded- his power 
to prevent the rebuilding of-Sol- 
oraon’s Temple in Jerusalem. 

Later on, in the third century 
B.C., substantiation of the pre- 
sence of. anothw<p^ol^h--itr 
Ammon is prqvjffi&j in 
1 * archives ofoneZ&jom^ho 


? Greek bi^iqeg^Sg^urmg 
reign of Ptolemy" IT (285-246 
B.C.). This Egyptian king con- 
trolled Syria. Jordan and Pales- 
tine, and it was he who renamed 
Rabbath Ammon (the A mman of 
today) Philadelphia after his 
sister-wife, Axsinoe-Phfladelphia.' 

In the Zenon- archives,, there is 
a letter dated May 12, 259 B.C.' 
addressed by Tobiah to A pol- 
io nios, the Ptolemy ruler's finance 
minister. The letter lists the exotic 
animals Tobiah has offered to the 
royal parks in Egypt: “horses, 
dogs, onagers and Arabian asses.” 
In the same archives is a contract 
that refers to the purchase of a 
young seven-year-old Skfonian 
■slave, Sag axis, from a soldier of 
Tobiah. The contract is signed in 
the Birtha ofAmmonitis, a major 
city and most probably Ammon - 


and received their favour. 

Meanwhile, in 198B.C., Pales- 
tine and Transjordan had fallen 
under the rival authority of the 
Seleucid king of Syria, Antioch us 
m the Great, and in Jerusalem a 
strife arose between the pro- 
Ptolemy and the pro-Seleucid fac- 
tions. Hyrcanus, a fervent 
Ptolemy partisan, provoked the 
jealousy and anger of his half-’ 
brothers in Jerusalem and escaped 
an ambush prepared by them. 

As rcteied.;by r Josephus, Hyr- 
^wuis “gave up his intention of 
><re'i&5m g to Jeni^brirantr settled 
\\ik die country acrossthe- Jordan.... 
And he built a strong fortress 
(birtha), which was constructed 
entirely of white marble up to the 
very roof and had beasts of gigan- 
tic size carved oh it; and be 
enclosed it with a wide and deep 
moat. He also cut through the pro- 
jecting rock and made caves many 
stadcs (150 metres) in length; 
then he made chambers in it, some 
for banqueting and others for 
sleeping and living, and he let in an 
abundance of running water, 
which was both delight and an 
ornament of his country estate. 
The entrances of the caves, how- 
- ever, he made narrower, so that 
only one person and not more 
could enter at a time.... In addi- 
tion, he also built enclosures 
remarkable for their size, and 
adorned them with vast parks (in 


Greek, paradeisos). And when he 
had completed the place in this 
manner, he named it Tyre (Tsour 
in Aramaic, from which derives 
Wadi Seer).... This place is across 
the Jordan not for from Esbonitis 
(Hesban).” 

Hyrcanus ruled his country 
estate for seven years, but was 
continually in conflict with the 
inhabitants of the region and also 
at odds with the new Seleucid king 
of Syria. Finally, according to 
Josephus, he committed suicide 
when the Seleucid king of Syria, 
Antiochus Egiphanes (175-164 
B.C.). came to power. 

In the Josephus account, the 
story of young Hyrcanus is rather 
frmciful and his suicide is not 
understandable. In the opinion of 
the present writer, the prestige of 
the Tobiads was certainly hin- 
dered as early as 217 B.C.. when 
AmmoQ-Philadelphia was 
besieged and captured by Anti- 
ochus IH the Great because, 
according to the historiographer 
Polybius, his enemies over-ran 
and pillaged "the country of the 
Arabs who joined him.” Finally, 
their influence was dimmed after 
the conquest of Syria and Pales- 
tine by the Seleucidsin 198 B.C. 
The suicide of Hyrcanus must be 
viewed in this context. But there is 
no room here for a detailed dis- 
cussion of the matter. 

"Nevertheless, the description by- 
Josephus of the site and the build- 
ing with its surroundings unques- 
tionably identifies 'Iraq El Amir 
and the Tyre of Hyrcanus as the 
same site. The “Tobiah” name- 
plates at the entrance of the caves 
serve to strengthen the connection 
even more convincingly. 

Qasr El ’Abd, the outstanding 
monument of 'Iraq El Amir, also 
plays a role in local legend regard : 
fog the site. According to the 
story, this palace was bufit by a 
slave of the prince's daughter to 
gain her hand while her father was 
away on a long journey. Unfor r 
lunate Iy, the prince came back 
before the completion of the 
building. (We retail here again 
"Tobiah the servant, the Ammo- 
nite” of the Book of Nehemiah). 

Tobiah no doubt travelled from 
Jerusalem by the ancient route 
(followed by de Saulcy, as 
described earlier), which con- 
verged with that.frora Amman at a 
monumental gate m the south- 
eastern enclosure wall. Originally, 
this monumental gate was 4.50 
metres high and 3.5 0 metres wide. 
Imgaine also that it was topped by 
an Ironic comice with a frieze of 
triglyphs and eagles as metopes. 
And on both sides of the lintel 
stood a : lion, with the right fore- 
paw raised in heraldic fashion.. 
Besides the architectural frag- 
ments. the most significant dis- 
covery of the French Archaeolog- 
ical Institute in 1977 was Early 
Hellenistic pottery and a hoard of 
bronze coins of Antiochus 121 the 
Great, collected on the floor con- 
temporaneous with the Gate. 

From this entrance, which was 
reused in a later period, a ramp 
probably ran to the Qasr — a 
rectangular edifice constructed of 
megalithic stones weighing from 
15 to 25 tons each. After an 
architectural survey of the monu- 
ment by H.C. Butler of the Uni- 
versity of Prince ton in 1904-1905. 
Paul W. Lapp conducted exca- 
vations on the site in the early six- 
ties on behalf of the American 
Schools of Oriental Research. He 
established that the earliest Hel-

lenistic occupation of the Qasr 
dates to the beginning of the sec- 
ond century B.C. But it was 
covered by a fill 1 .60 metres deep 
and reshaped in the Byzantine 
period (fourth to sixth centuries 
A.D.). An earthquake destroyed 
it in 365 A.D. 

More recently, the work of the 
French Institute of Archaeology 
in conjunction with the Jordan 
Department of Antiquities, has 
.produced detailed' information as 
to the original design and purpose 
of the building. To reconstruct its 
design in a drawing to scale was 
challenging task. The giant puzzle 
required the patient, careful plot- 
ting and numbering of stone after 
stone, from walls to roof to win- 
dows and rooms, by architect F. 
Larcbe.- 

Two stories high, the Qasr 
measured 37 by 1 8.50 metres. Its 
huge stones were fixed one to the 
other by a tenon and mortice 
method, without mortar. In thick- 
ness. however, the stone blocks all 
measure less than one metre. This 
'disproportion of height to thick- 
ness no doubt contributed to the 
structural weakness that caused 
the building to collapse in the 
force of the earthquake. 

The lower story has seven win- 
dows and two felines (panthers or 
leopards) cut into red and white 
spotted dolomite stone, which 
gives a remarkably realistic look 
of animal fur. The animal placed 
at the northern angle extends the 
left forepaw; the head is turned 
outward and the mouth is open, 
indicating that it served as the 
waterspout of what was once a 


fountain in the palace. 

Architecturally., the inner plan 
of the lower story must be recon- 
sidered in light of the recent 
soundings by Professor Ernest 
Will of the French Institute. 
Instead of a hall with three naves, 
as has been accepted by many 
archaeologists, there is a complex 
of four rooms, preceded by a 
rectangular vestibule and access- 
ible through a corridor 2.10 
metres wide. Light streams into 
the corridor from the seven win- 
dows on each facade and into the 
rooms through the doorways. 
Used mainly as storage areas, the 
rooms were also intended to sup- 
port the heavy weight of the roof. 
It is of interest to note that such 
storage rooms, covered by cor- 
belled stones, exist in the Ammo- 
nite towers, especially in Rujm el 
Maliut North where they date 
from the eighth to sixth centuries 
B.C. 

Although the upper story had 
tumbled down completely, we 
were able to reconstruct its plan 
with some certainty. It was access- 
ible from the northern gate 
through a stairway built into the 
non he as tern tower. Adorning the 
upper facades were 21 fluted 
Corinthian columns, and at each 
of the northern and southern ends, 
there was a balcony decorated 
with a frieze of a lion followed by a 
lioness. The animals in situ on the 
eastern wall fell victim to fanatic 
iconoclasts. Fortunately, a well- 
preserved lioness, with threaten- 
ing fangs to protect its cub. was 
found face down at the north- 
western comer. Just below the 


grand comice that lopped r 
entire structure, at each of its ft 
comers, was perched a prt 
eagle. 

In the modem village of '[rat 
Amir, which lies about 600 me' 
northeast of the Qasr. archaeol 
ical work conducted by Paul L; 
uncovered evidence of occupat 
dating back to the C’halcolii 
period (4000-3UUU B.C - .). J 
lowed by layers of the E;

Americans set new mark's at 
Los Angeles athletics meeting 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Americans BQly Olson, Maty Decker Tabb 
and Evelyn, Ashford all set world indoor bests at an invitational 
indoor athletics meeting here Friday night. 

Olson set his marts m the pole vault with a leap of 1 8 feet, 10% 
inches (5.76 metres) to break his own record of 18 feet 10% inches 
(5.75 metres) Set last week in Ottawa. 

Tabb set a new mark in the women’s two-mile run with a time of 
nin e minutes 31.7 seconds to break the previous record of 9:37.03 set 
by American Joan Hansen last year. 

It raised to sevdh the number of world indoor best marks currently 
held by Tabb along with her outdoor records in the 5,000 metres and 
10,000 metres runs. 

Ashford’s record came in the women's 50-yard dash to 5.77 sec- 
onds, eclipsing the 5.80 set by Andrea Lynch of Britain in 1 978 and 
' repeated last year by American Jeanette Bolden. 

Ashford was the only double winner of the night, also winning the 
60-yard-dash in 6.70. 

Eamonn Coghlan of Ireland won his second consecutive race after 
being sidelined all last year, as he finished first in the mile with a 
time of 3:55.4. 

Coghlan said afterwards, "the only thing I was lacking was con- 
fidence, but after tonight I have that back as welL" 

Canadian Milt Ottey, the workf s top-ranked high jumper, won his 
.event with a leap of seven feet five inches (2.26 metres) but injured 
hims elf above the left ankl e trying for a greater height and had to be 
carried off the track. 

The only other foreign winner was Sam Koskei of Kenya, who won 
the 1,000 yards in 2:08.8. 

Other winners, who were all Americans, included Greg Foster in 
the 60 yards hurdles in 6.93 seconds, Houston McTear in the 50 
yards dash in 5.28 seconds, Tony Dardea in the 500 yards in 55.4 
seconds and Doug Padilla in the two miles in 8:35.6. Larry Myrkks 
won the long jump with a leap of.26 feet % of an inch (7.94 metres). 


Olympic chiefs defer decision on 
professional soccer, tennis players 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Olympic 
chiefe Saturday deferred taking 
controversial decisions on admit- 
ting profession a] soccer and tennis 
players and whether to include 
baseball and board sailing in next 
year’s Los Angeles Games. 

Proposals to allow professionals 
to play in the' Los Angeles soccer 
tournament are to be discussed by 
'the International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) and the Inter- 
national Football Federation (FI- 1 
FA) at the first meeting of a joint 
working group in Lausanne, Swit- 
zerland, on February 14.- 

With the qualifying tournament 
already under way the group, four 
members from each body, will 
consider FIFA’s proposals to 
alfow professional players to com- 
pete in Los Angeles so tongas they 
have not taken part in a World 
Cup competition and are not con- 
tracted to promote sportswear. 

IOC President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch of Spain told a press 
conference at the end of a four- 
day meeting of the IOC executive 
board here . that proposals- con- 
cerning the eligibility pf pro- 
fessional tennis players in 1988 
would be discussed at the full IOC 
session in New Delhi in March. 

The executive board also 
deferred until the March meeting 
the questions of board sailing and 
baseball in Los Angeles. 

Board sailing is included in the 


Olympic programme for the first 
time. But plans for the com- 
petition have been hit by a long 
legal wrangle between two rival 
equipment manufacturers. 

A compromise arrangement 
enabling one manufacturer to 
provide boards for the Olympic 
event and the second- to supply 
equipment for a special demon- 
stration competition was reached 
prith the help of the International 
Yacht Racing Union late last year. 
- But this solution has run 
aground because the Los Angeles 
programme provides for Only two 
demonstration sports, baseball 
and tennis. 

A further complication is a late 
move by the International 
Amateur Baseball Association to 
have next year’s tournament ele- 
vated from demonstration to full 
Olympic medal status with eight 
teams talcing port instead of four. 

The application will be con- 
sidered iu New Delhi but 
.Samaranch gave some indication 
of the IOCs attitude Wednesday 
when be said such a .move would 
be "very difficult." 

The board said it had agreed to 
add a new. super-heavyweight 
category to the 1 boxing tour- 
nament for next year’ ; games. 

The new division, for boxers 
weighing 90 kg and over, w HI have 
a maximum of- 12 competitors. It 
will bring the number of Olympic 


boxing categories to 12 in line with 
other major international amateur 
tournaments! 

The board also decided that a 
possible IOC fact-finding mission 
to South Africa would not be con- 
sidered until after the Los Angeles 
Games. 

An IOC commission to inves- 
tigate whether sport in South 
Africa is now racially integrated 
.was set up in 1980. The republic 
has been suspended from the 
Olympic movement for the past 
12 years because of its apartheid 
policies. 

The USOC and the U.S. gov- 
erning body for .track and field 
'events. The /Athletic Congress 
(TAC), claim Nehemiah is eligible 
to compete in domestic UJ>. meet-. 
inj£ even though he plays pro- 
fessional football. 


The IOC. president said that 
despite earlier worries he now 
expected the Los Angeles Games 
to be among the best in Olympic 
history.' Agreement had been 
reached on all the questions raised 
by delegates from 145 National 
Olympic Committees. 

Referring to the African walk- 
out at the 1976 Montreal. Games 
and the U.S. led boycott of the 
1980 Moscbw Olympics, be said 
there had been no mention of a 
Boycott during his 10-day stay in 
Los Angeles. 


Khan returns to Pakistan’ s 


team for 5th test against India 


LAHORE, Pakistan (R) — Pakis- 
tan have sprang a surprise by 
recalling Majid Khan to their 
squad for the fifth cricket test 
against India starting here Sun- 
day. 

Majid, 36-year-old former cap- 
tarn and one of their most experi- 
enced batsmen, is among 13 play- 
ers named by Pakistan, who have 
an unbeatable 3-0 lead in the 
six-match series. 

Majid played the last of his 62 
tests against England at Leeds last 
August but when Pakistan 1 
returned home he was discarded

India. • 

The inclusion of Majid instead 
of middle order batsman Haroon 
Rashid who was named in the 13 
for the fourth test but did not play, 
is Pakistan’s only change. 

P akistan captain Inxran Khan 
declared after their crushing win 
by an innin gs and 119 runs in the 
previous test that there would be 
no let up iu the remaining two 
matches. 

And that is a daunting 
prospect- for an Indian side who 
have been outplayed at both test 
and one-day level on their tour.

Connors fights hard for 


Masters semi-final berth 


NEW YORK (R) - Top-seeded 
Jimmy Connors battled back from 
a 1-4 deficit in the first set to beat 
Johan Kriek, 7-6, 6-2, Friday 
night to reach the semi-finals of 
the Masters Tennis Champ- 
ionships. 

Connors will face Ivan Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia in the semi-finals. 
Lendl got through Friday by beat- 
ing Yannick Noah of France, 6-4, 
7-5. 

Lendl beat Connors in the final 
of the Challenge of Champions 
.two weeks ago in Chicago. But in 
all Connors has beaten Lendl nine 
times — including victory in the 
final of last year's U.S. Open — - 
and lost to him only twice. 

John McEnroe and Guillermo 
Vilas pf Argentina will meet in the 
other semi-final match. 

McEnroe gained his place by 
beating Jose Luis Clerc of Argen- 
tina, while Vflas reached the 
semi-finals with a victory over 
Andres Gomez of Ecuador; 

The winner of Sunday’s final 
will receive $200,000 and the 
nmnerup S 60,000. ■ 

Lendl is seeking his second 
straight Masters title, but neither 
Connors, McEnroe nor Vilas has 
reached die final since winning the 
event — Connors in 1978, McEn- 
roe in 1979 and Vilas in 1974 in 


the only Masters ever played on 
grass. 

For a time Friday night it 
appeared that .Connors, for the 
second year in a row. would not 
make it to the semi-finals. 

Kriek, winner of the last two 
* Australian Open titles, could do 
no wrong at the outset. Over most 
of the first five games, be out- 
duelled Connors from the 
baseline, ripping a stream of win- 
ners into both corners as he kept 
Connors on the defensive. 

Kriek, whose 'attacking game is 
a blend of power and speed, took a 
4-1 lead on service breaks in the 
first and fifth games as Connors 
was stow to finding his rhythm. 

But then, suddenly, Kriek’ s 
ground game disintegrated and 
Connors began to blunt the force 
of Kriek’s powerful serve with 
sharply-angled returns. 

Connors, who did not score. with 
an outright winner over the first 
five games, also began to attack 
the net to register volley winners. 

Kriek dropped his serve for the 
first time after four backhand 
errorsto the sixth game and then 
■ Connors drew level 4-4 on 
another break to the eighth. For 
the remainder of the set, Kriek 
was fighting an uphill battle. 

He saved one setpoint to tin: 


10th game and six more in the 
i 2th before bolding serve to force 
a tiebreaker, which Coqqcis won. 
7-5. . 

Connors was in 'complete com- 
mand in the' Second set, breaking 
Kriek on three of his four service 
games as his opponent double-' 
faulted six times to the set. 

After the match Connors said 
he had had trouble getting started. 


“But I began to get pretty con- 
fident late in the first set," be said. 


“He didn't hit that many by me 
after the first few games.” 

Kriek conceded that Connors' 
game improved as the match prog- 
ressed. ‘ 

“I started out very well, hot 1 
coulcf t keep h up," be said. "He 
started keeping the ball real deep 
and it was difficult for me to geno 
the net. He plays real smart and 
he's a better player than I am." 

Kriek hammered to six aces but 
they were offset by his 10 double- 
faults. He also managed only 46 
per cent of his first serves as 
against 76 per amt by Connors. 

After the match- Grand Prix 
supervisor Ken Farrar announced 
that Connors had been fined 
5 1 .000 for “an audfole obscenity" 
during the match in front of a - 
crowd of .15,250 at. Madison 
Square Garden. 


WCT moves to court against other 


professional tennis, associations 


NEW YORK (R) — The Inter- 
national Tennis Federation, the 
Association of Tennis Pro- 
fessionals and the Men’s Inter- 
national Professional Tennis 
Coundl were charged Saturday to 
a court suit with taking part to a 
conspiracy to monopolise men’s 
international championship tour- 
naments. 

The charge was made to an 
anti-monopoly suit filed to Fed- 
eral Court Ify World Champ- 
ionship Tennis of Dallas, Texas, 
sponsors of the* World Series of 
Tennis and the World Champ- 
ionship of Tennis. 

The suit claimed that the top 
.200 professional male. teonis play- 
ers were denied access to a free 
and open competition for their 
services. Instead, the suit said, 
they were limited to the Grand 
Slam and Volvo Grand Prix spon- 
sored by the alleged conspirators. 

The suit seeks unspecified dam- 
ages to be determined by a judge. 

According to court papers, the . 
three defendants conspired with 
the United States Tennis Assoc- 


iation, the Lawn Tennis Associ- 
ation of Great Britain, the French 
Tennis Federation and the Lawn 
Tennis Federation of Australia 
but these groups were not named 
as defendants. 

The suit said the defendants and 
the other groups named as taking 
part in the conspiracy held mono- 
poly powers over the players and 
could coerce them to take part 
only to matches they sponsored. 

The suit, which also seeks to 
enjoin the defendants’ activities, 
charged that their hold "is hot 
authorised or sanctioned by any 
international or national gov- 
ernmental body." 

The defendants have 20 days to 
answer the suit. 

Spokesmen for the Association 
of Tennis Professionals (ATP) 
' and tiie Men’s International Pro- 
fessional Tennis Council assailed 
l amar Hunt, founder and head of 
World Championship Tennis, for 
filing the suiL 

“The players are shocked that 
Lamar Hunt is suing them," said 
Mike Davies, a former British 


Davis Cup star who was an aide to 
Hunt before joining the ATP. 

“Every top player in the game 
today has, at one time or another, 
supported Lamar’s circuit. The 
ATP is an association of inter- 
national athletes arid our interest 
is in serving our members and ail 
tournaments." 

“We are mystified as to what 
Lamar has to gain by this sort 
against the game," Davies said. 

The men's pro council 
described the suit as unfortunate 
toid said it was "unjustified litig- 
ation." 


“However, this is just another 
example of the Hunt philosophy — 
if he cannot control it, he proceeds 
tatryto destroy hand resort to the 
courts, and the expense attendant 
upon lawsuits is used by him as a 
weapon to intimidate,” the coun- 
cil said in a statement. 

“The council, which is com-, 
posed of men who have invested 
their lives in making the game as 
great as .it is today, will not be 
intimidated. Mr. Hunt will not be 
, permitted to succeed," it said. 


Lillee likely tp be recalled 
by defeated Australians 


MELBOURNE (R) . — Dennis 
Lillee is set to return in a key 
World Series Cricket Cup match 
against England here Sunday after 
Australia suffered a second con- 
secutive defeat by New Zealand 
and were left with fast bowling- 
problems Saturday. ■ 

.Lillee is likely to be recalled for 
his first appearance to the one-day 
triangular tournament because of 
fitness doubts over fellow fast 
bowlers Rodney Hogg, Geoff 
Lawson and Jeff Thomson.

The Belgrade 
government is already working with the IMF and has asked for a 
55UO million credit from the Basle-based BIS and a loan of 
unspecified size from the World Bank.

Romania seek^ debt rescheduling . 

LONDON (R) — Romania is seeking to defer repayment of 
about S 750 million due to Western banks and governments this 
year. European banking sources said Friday. The sources said 
Romanian officials were devising a detailed proposal following 
two days of talks with bankers in London. Only last month 
Romania signed an agreement to stretch out payments on $23 
billion of 1981 and 1982 debt to banks. The sources said bankers 
were studying new economic information from Romania. One 
hanker said banks wanted to reschedule only what was absolutely 
necessary this vear.

OPEC ministers hop* 
on heading off price 



GENEVA (R) — Kuwaiti Oil 
Minister Ali Khalifa Ai Sabah said 
Saturday he hoped OPEC could 
agree on sharing out the depressed 
market for its oil at talks opening 
Sunday on heading off a potential 
price crash. 

The 13 OPEC (Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
oil minis ters who began gathering 
here Saturday will try to devise an 
output quota system to protect 
their S34 a barrel reference price. 

The ministers fafled to agree a 
quota system at talks in Vienna 
last month. 

'Sheikh Ali told Reuters: “I 
hope we will reach an agreement 
on quotas. If noL we will cross that 
bridge when we reach it. 1 ' 

He added that the attitude of 
some of OPECs members had 
changed perceptibly since 
December . but be added “we 
won't* -know until Sunday" 
whether OPEC could agree. 

Iraqi -Oil Minister Qassem 
Ahmad Taqi has said the talks 
might be OPECs last chance to 
share the shrunken, recession-hit 
oQ market before a full-scale price 
war. 

OPECs majority who were 
honouring the rules might jointly 
cut their prices, he said in Bahrain 
last weekend. 

OPEC faces a grave crisis with 
some members, notably Iran and 


Libya, accused of discounting on 
official prices to get more of the 
market, at the expense of the 
rule-abiding majority. 

Saudi Arabia, the world’s 
largest exporter, has borne the 
brunt of defending the $34 price. 
Its output fell to what industry 
experts reckon was just over four 
mflHon barrels daily early this 
month from an official ceiling of 
seven million. 

Industry OPEC-watchers 
believe an output aepord, while on 
balance the most likely outcome 
of the Geneva meeting, is not a 
foregone conclusion. 

Iran, an ideological foe of con- 
servative Saudi Arabia, .has 
demanded an output quota of 3.2 
miUion barrels a day, against 1.2 
milli on under a now-lapsed accord 
reached in March. 

Iran says the kingdom, which 
backs Iraq in. the 29-raonth-old 
Iran-Iraq war, must make room 
* for its rising output. 

' Thp possibility of a politically- 
. tinged dispute hampering efforts 
to reach .a quota agreement was 
highlighted -Friday when Saudi 
' state radio ' said this weekend's 
meeting would deprive "troub- 
lemakers" -of influence over 
OPECs future decisions. 

Saudi Arabia and its allies in Lhe 
Gulf Cooperation Council warned 
last year that their patience was 


running out as they watched cus- 
tomers turn to OPEC coumries 
offering cheap crude. 

But Industry OPEC-watchers* 
believe Lhe kingdom fears that cut- 
ting its prices could threaten a 
round of competitive tariff cuts by 
other members. 

Tumbling prices could trigger 
bankruptcy for some oil exporting 
nations with large debts, and 
threaten the collapse of the world 
monetary system. 

An industry analyst said Iran 
had indicated privately to its cus- 
tomers in the past few.days that it 
might cut its already he&vily dis- 
counted prices if Saudi Arabia 
- reduced its tariffs. 

But signs, of possible con- 
cessions by- Libya emerged last 
weekend when key OPEC minis- 
ters met in Bahrain. 

OPECs- current president, Mr. 
Mallara Yahaya Dikko of Nigeria, 
said, then that he thought Tripoli 
would be reasonable on market 
share. 

OPECs problems stem from an 
unexpected drop in demand for its 
crude as the world remains in deep 
recession. 

Total OPEC output has 
dropped to about 18 million bar- 
rels daily from a 1979 peak of 31 
million, the industry estimates.

Economic Survey (MEES), said 
Saturday both Libya and Iran 
appeared ready to cut crude out- 
put. 

Libya was speaking in terras of a 
cut to 1.2 to 1.3 million barrels a 
day within an OPEC production 
programme, against an earlier 
target of 1.8 million, it said. 

Iran was reported to be willing 
to cut output to 2.5 million against 
a previous target of 3.2 million if 
the Saudis trimmed output to 4.5 
miUion, it said: . . 

MEES said close observers felt 
an OPEC -wide production prog- 
ramme would be extremely dif- 
ficult to obtain at Geneva. 

It also said OPEC members 
which favoured a price cut saw it 
not as a prelude to a price collapse 
but as a means of regaining control 
of the oil market and stimulating 
future oil demand: • 

Meanwhile. Qatar's Oil Minis- 
ter Abdul Aziz Ibn Khalifa Al 
Thani was quoted -Saturday as- 
saying that cutting oil prices might 
be a final solution to problems fac- 
ing the OPEC. 

In an interview with the 
London -based Saudi daily - Ash 
Sharq Al Awsat, he said “reducing 
oil prices is not something we 
wish, but circumstances might 
force us to do it as a final sol- 
ution.*’ 


IBM beats world's 
recessionary trend 

NEW YORK (R) — IBM, America's premier computer company, 
managed to beat the world’s recessionary trend last year and 
-Increased its profits by nearly 5800 million, but this was not good 
enough for Wall Street. 

International Business Machines reported from its Arraonk, New 
York, headquarters that preliminary worldwide net earnings rose in 
1982 to $4,409 million from $3,610 million in 1981. 

Worldwide gross income was $34,364 million in 1 982, an increase 
of 18.2 ’per emit over the $29,070 miUion turned over in 1981. 

But IBM shares dropped sharply on Wall Street in heavy trading as 
analysts were surprised by the extent to which a currency accounting 
change aided fourth quarter profits. 

Analysts said IBM had estimated the change would increase earn- 
ings by 10 per cent, but Friday’s figures showed that the accounting 
move contributed an improvement of nearly 17 per cent. 

IBM said it earned Sl,50Q:miUion in the last quarter of 1982, 
compared with earnings of $1,173 million in the corresponding 
period of 1981. 

Analysts said that, when the accounting change was allowed for, 
IBM's earnings were actually lower than some analysts had expected. 

IBM, the most active stock on the New York stock exchange 
Friday with 1.4 million shares changing hands, feU 3-94 to close aL 
94-%. 

Mr. Harry Edelson, an analyst with the First Boston Corporation, 
said IBM's profits, adjusted to discount the accounting change, were 
about six cents a share under bis estimates. 

Quarterly earnings on a per-share basis were reported at $2 30 for 
the latest quarter, compared with $1.99 a year earlier. 

“There’s disappointment in here," Mr. Edelson said. He added 
that the company's earning were “still good compared with other 
companies.'' 

IBM's stock price has been strong in recent weeks and has been 
reaching all-time high since the adoption of the new accounting 
method. 

AH American companies must adopt the new accounting rule, 
which softens the effect of currency fluctuations on earnings, by the 
end the 1983. 


U.S. economy is 


ready 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. inflation rate slowed to 3.9 per 
cent last year, its smallest rise in a decade, the government said 
Friday. 

It also issued a tally on new factory orders that provided fresh 
evidence that the depressed economy is ready to rebound. 

Last year's price rise compared with increases of 8.9 per cent in 
1981 and 12.4 per cent in 1980. 

It was the smallest annual gam since a 3.4 per cent rise in 1972, 
during a period of wage and price controls. 

Prices fell 0.3 per cent in December, only the second monthly 
decline in 17 years, the Labour Department said. 

The Commerce Department said new orders for durable goods, 
regarded as a key indicator of future. economic, activity, surged a 
record 1 2 per cent last month re one of the strongest signals yet that 
tile economy is poisedfor recatrery. : • 

Most of the gain was owing id an increase in defence orders, which 
more than doubled from the month before. 

The increase in orders for non-defence equipment was a more 
modest, but still healthy. 2.4 per cent last month. 

“These rises are another sign, along with stepped up housing starts 
and automobile assemblies, that a recovery is beginning." Commerce . 
Secretary Malcolm Baldrige said. 

But the good news from Washington did not buoy inverslor con- 
fidence as prices fell sharply on Wall Street 

The Dow Jones index of 30 leading industrial shares dropped 
nearly 18 points. Brokers said this was because of worries that the 
recent slide in interest rates had come to an end. a factor that might 
slow the recovery. 

President Reagan told a news conference earlier that 1983 would 
•“see an American economy and an America on the mend." 

The recession which economists believe started in mid- 1981 has 
produced a jobless rate of 10.8 per cent, a 42 -year high that rep- 
resents more than 12 million people out of work. 

The Labour Department said that most of last year’s improved 
inflation figures reflected a decline in mortgage rates and a marked . 
slowdown in the pace of energy price rises.

WASHINGTON (R) — The main section of a crippled Soviet 
nuclear- powered spy. satellite is plunging back to earth and could 
land Sunday night Washington time, according to U.S.- and Soviet 
experts. ; 

But as officials in several countries on the satellite's path took 
safety precautions. U.S. scientists repeated Friday there was a 7 Q per 
cent chance that its nuclear reactor and control module would splash . 
into the ocean and pose no radiation threat. 

U.S. officials also said the nuclear fuel aboard another, smaller 
section of the satellite, which they expect to descend in mid- 
February. will probably bum up on re-entry. 

The Soviet Union said in a note to U.N; Secretary- General Javier ■ 
Perez de Cuellar Friday night that the 1 main pieces of Cosmos 1402 
would enter the atmosphere over the region of the Arabian Sea late. 
Sunday "Washington time. ■ 

The satellite went wrong and broke into three sections last month. 
The Soviet note followed a call by the Pentagon 1 , which has been 
jiving progress reports on Cosmos, for Moscow to predict'when its 
•ocean-surveillance satellite would fallout of orbit. , 

The- Soviet Union also released, the text of a note sent on Wed-' 
nesduy to the' secretary general which said the satellite’s radiation 
v-v'.sld be “within the limits recommended by the international cora- 
nii*>siorr on radiological protection.'' . . 

3ut while the Pentagon agreed the fbel core would* probably burn 
•.p. officials said Cosmof main section could be a threat. 

They cited the case of a similar Soviet Satellite, Cosmos 954, which ‘ 
rrnshed in-Canada's northwest territories five years ago. 'The nuclear 
j-jtc burned up during reentry but radioactive 1 debris was strewn 
across thousands of kilometres of land. . • . 

They said the pieces of Cosmos 954 tjiat rained down were 
radioactive enough' to be dangerous if someone came inclose contact 
-.ilh them! - - 

The officials said the safest result would be for Cdsmos 1402. used . 
by the Soviet Union to monitor activities of the world’s navies, to fall 
into the deep ocean. ■ . . 

But they questioned the Soviet ability to predict so early where the 
st:U orbiting Cosmos would tan'd. They estimated there was a 15 per. * 
cent .chance- it would fall hi the Soviet Union, three per cent in 
Canada and two per cent in the United States. 


Belgians take f^f one-in-a-mfllioii chance 

WALEM^ Belgium (R) — A dozen senior Belgian officials huddled ' 
in a radiation-proof control room inside a military fort. here Friday 
against the million- to-one chance of Cosmos 1402 crashing in Bel- 
gium. 

“There 'is only a chance in a million," Col. Marcel Hebbinckuys, 
the head of Belgian civil defence, told Reuters. “But h is always 
possible, and if it happens we will be ready.” 

The 59-year-old colonel is in charge of coordinating emergency - 
services ip case the nuclear-powered .satellite lands in Belgium or 
' scatters radio active debris over the country. ' 

The Belgian operation ' is being controlled from a cramped 1 
. ground -floor room in the military fort. The only access is across a 
narrow bridge over a medieval-style moat and then through a thick .

Inside, top officials from seven government departinents-sa tread- 
ing newspapers and waiting for latest details .of die satellite, ready to . 
put into action their carefully organised contingency -plans. They 
moved in Thursday night. 

Within seconds of the Walera control room' learning that the 
satellite was lari ding in Belgium, Col. -Hebbinckuys would push a 
. button on.a special control paneL'setting off 1 1.000 sirens through-, 
out the country. ; 

Five full-time mobile civil defence teams, and about 6,500 vol- 
unteers, all in radio contact with the crisis centre, are standing by on 
full alert to track down Lhe 'exact location of the crashed satellite, the; 
colonel said. . - 

. In Switzerland a similar group of officials headed by a government 
radioactivity expert is also standing by with contigehcy -plans, the 
interior ministry said in Berne. 

A ministry statement warned people to steer clear of any uniden- 
tified fragments which could have, come from Cosmos 1402 and 
report them to the police. . , 

National land agency chief Mutsukj Kato told reporters the point 
Of impact would be' known only about an hour in advance. He 
would head the special group to take any measures needed if debris .

NATO says Soviet aid to 
developing states puts 
pressure on the economy 


Poll shows more support 
for British Conservatives 


BRUSSELS (R) — The Soviet 
Union’s aid to its client states in 
the developing world has 1 proved a 
significant drain on Moscow's 
limited economic resources, * 
according to a NATO study made 
available Saturday. 

The study estimates that total ■ 
economic aid and arras deliveries 
to the 11 client countries was 
almost S6.3 billion in 1980, half of 
this going to Cuba alone. 

The NATO document makes a 
distinction between developing 
countries where Communist gov- 
ernments are firmly established — 
Cuba, Mongolia, Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia, Laos and North Korea — 
and other developing clients 
where Marxist- inspired administ- 
rations are in power but are not 
considered to be in firm control. 

The 'second group comprises 
Angola, Ethiopia. Mozambique, 
Afghanistan and South Yemen. 

The first group received a large 
amount of economic aid — $4.7 
billion — and relatively few arms — 
$350 million worth — in 1980, the 
study said. 

It said that in the same year, the 
second category was sent arms and 
..equipment worth $900 million but 
very limited economic aid, total- 
ling $300 millioa. 


Moscow's economic and milit- 
ary aid to all 11 states cost the. 
equivalent of 0.4 per cent of the 
Soviet gross national product 
(GNP), the report said. 

Such a burden may appear light 
in purely economic terms, but iris 
not negligible and is probably 
closer than ever to the limits of 
Soviet capacity in the light of other 
demands, the NATO study added. 

Among these demands the 
document cited the economic 
requirements 'of- Eastern Europe, 
the need to develop large areas 
within the Soviet Union itself, the 
lack of public support for foreign 
aid programmes from a popu- 
lation still short of consumer 
goods, and the cost of such help in 
hard currencies. - 

It says the relationship between 
Moscow and its developing clients 
could come under increasing pres- 
sure as the need for economic 
.rather than military assistance 
grows. * 

This will result particularly from 
the cost of reconstruction in Afri- 
can states hit by wars, while 
Indochinese countries and Cuba 
are expected to require as least as 
much help in the future as now, 
the study says.; 


LONDON (R) — Britain's ruling 
Conservative Party has stretched 
its lead over the opposition 
Labour Party to 14 percentage 
points, according to an opinion 
poll published in the Guardian 
newspaper Saturday. 

The' Guard ian/Marplan poll, 
conducted while Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher was visiting 
the Falkland Islands earlier this 
month, also showed that Mrs. 
Thatcher’s personal 1 popularity 
had soared. 

Thirty-eight per cent of those 
questioned supported the Con- 
servatives, up from 35 per cent in 
December. Labour’s share fell 
one point to 24 per cent and the 
centrist Liberal/Social Demo- 
cratic alliance's share slipped from 
1 18 to 16 per cent. 


Mrs. Thatcher’s popularity rat- 
ing was up to 43 per cent from 37 
.per cent last month. Only 13 per 
cent of those questioned said 
Labour leader Michael Foot 
would make a better prime minis- 
ter. Liberal leader David Steel 
polled 15 per cent. 

The London Times reported 
Saturday that a group of con- 
servative backbench Members of. 
Parliament had urged Mrs. 
Thatcher at a private meeting last 
Wednesday to call an early gen- 
eral election, next June. 

But the Times report said that 
October was a more popular 
option at cabinet level. The Con- 
servative government’s five-year 
term of office ends officially in 
May 1984.
